in Edinburgh. There were 66 
deaths in every 1000 births, which 
compares: with 132 in every 1000 
during 1900. . 

Dr, John -Gug, the Medical Of- 
cer-of Health, while expiessing 
satisfaction with’ the figure, con- 
Siders that it can be improved: still 
further. He gives a certain ‘part 
of the credit to the:work of. the 
child welfare department. The 
Teport ddds that tt is noteworthy 


that.the number of deaths. in the, 


first four weeks of. lite have not 
altered since 1932, and, it seemed 
that there. was a» necessity “for 
further research Into and study of 


deaths.

One'ot her close collaborators at 
the Radium"Institute, Dr. Fournfer, 
told me this afternoon that even 
when: she was ill she would nat 
let go any detail of her responsl- 


bilities. “She never thought about: 


herself,” he said, “but only about 
her work. From this she would 
take no rest.” ‘ 

“Even, when ‘she went on holiday 
to Brittany she took with her an 
amount of work which would have 


_| been more than sufficlent for an 


ordinary man, although she was 
supposed to have gone for a rest.” 

The collaborator who has worked |. 
so closely. with her at the Paris 
Radium ‘Institute ‘emphasised . also 
the fact that she never sought any 
honours. 

She’ had been’ warned by those’ 
about her that she was over-taxing 
her strength, but she would take 
no, heed’ of such warnings. She
